Cos store, thinking that St. Jean wou'd not 
hurt him went to the cabinet shop to get 
Delayorgendicre’s hat which in his hurry had 
been lett behind. He found the hat but did 
not see st. Jean, As he wasleaving St. Jean 
fired at hitu from the stairway, sending the 
bullet through his hat within two inches of 
his head.
